Ap ril 22, 1943 
Dear Mr. Pop e: 
Receiv ed y ou r letter of Feb. 8 th 
and want y ou to k now that it was 
greatly ap p reciated. It was so long 
and newsy that I am now ashamed 
for writing as I did. Howev er, 
y ou 
k now that I wasn’t seriou s. Besides, 
I hav e been getting the Herald right 
along and in a way , that is ju st lik e 
hearing from y ou . Bu t, seriou sly , if 
y ou shou ld find the time, again, do 
not hesitate. I 
enjoy 
y ou r 
letters 
q u ite a lot. 
Ev ery thing is ru nning along q u iet­ 
ly here. It is slowly tu rning warmer 
<and can easily be seen 
that 
the 
su mmer months will be “q u ite’ ’hot. 
We k now what that is, howev er, as 
we trained in Mu roc, Calif., which 
isn’t ex actly cool. I confess that I’d 
lik e to be on that Mu roc Dry Lak e 
now. Bu t that is one thing this war 
has tau ght u s. In the fu tu re we will 
most assu redly ap p reciate the simp le 
things of life. For instance, my bu d­ 
dy wants nothing more than to sit 
in the bath tu b, where he can reach 
the handle of the commode and flu sh 
it time after time. Seriou sly thou gh, 
it’s ju st things lik e that, that 
we 
miss. 
You ask ed me to tell y ou all 
I 
cou ld abou t this p lace. Well, ev en 
my ex cu se will hav e to be the cen­ 
sorship

really so bad, y et, we hav e the dev il’s 
own time writing letters. I imagine 
too that y ou ’v e heard most of it al­ 
ready .
